REMARKS

If the suggested modification is acceptable to the Examiner, Applicants hereby elect the 
modified Group IV (claims readable on the elected invention are Claims 1-6, 19, 22, 31, 34, 43, 
47-51, 64, 67, 88, 92, 94-96, and 140). 

If the suggested modification is NOT acceptable to the Examiner, then Applicants hereby 
choose the single compound of Example 1, page 133 of the instant application: 



X-U-T1-R2-R33 is attached at position 2 of the indole ring; 
Xis O; 
U is CH2; 
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(Claims 1-6, 19, 22, 47-51, 64, 67, 88, 92, 94-96, and 140.)
